OU have made me ſenſible, that 'cis my great misfortune to have utterly loſt 
my ſelf in your favour, by my preſuming to publiſh ſome my relating to 
the Esft-India Company ; and I muſt confeſs I have fince given farther cauſe to 


irritate your Indignation againſt me, by my ſo long delaying to render thoſe 
acknowledgments are juſtly due to your Fudicious, Candid, and gentle Animad- 


werſions : But may 1t pleaſe you, Good Sir, to pardon my dilatotineſs for this once, and I 
faithfully aſſure you, I will be more expeditious for the future, when Tov or any of Tour Bre- 
thren ſhall give me the like obliging Occaſion : In hopes of which your favourable Indul- 
gence, I will now humbly offer my grateful Sentiments of what occurs material in your Pa- 
per that lies before me. 


I find, Sir, you have taken very great offence at the endeavours I have uſed on behalf of 
my deceaſed Brother: But you are pleas'd to be more particularly incens'd againſt my Refleions 
on Davenport's Diary, aud the Publiſher's Preface, which has provok'd you to that degree, 
that you ſeem aſtomiſh'd at the Preſumption of ſo inconſfiderable a Perſon, as I am 1n your Opi- 
nion. Now whether you look on me with this Diſdain and Scorn, either in reſpe& to my 
diſparity with your Deputy, who « very worthy, or your more worthy Self, 1 will not enquire, 
and ſhall only anſwer this your Argument, with a Sentence I lately met with in a very good 
Author : Tantws quiſq; eſt, Daantus apud Deum, & nil amplim. 


It imports not therefore here ſo much to examin, MWhat I am, as What I have done, 
Why I did it, and How you have animadverted upon it. 


Now the matter of Fa& is truly and briefly this : ; 
My Brother, who went to India in your Companies Service, ſtaid therewith leave, not 


only, never did you any difreſpe&, or dillztzice 5 bugzontrarily made himſelf conſiderably 


uſeful to you. Notwithſtanding all this, which mighe juſtly give him a claim to your great- 
eſt Favours, was, upon your late aſſuming a Deſpotick Power and Sovereign Au- 
thozity, Robb'd by your Servants of above Twenty Thouſand Pounds, and loſt as much 
more by means of your moſt unjuſtifiable hoſtile attempts at Mergen. 


Under all which provoking Oppreffions I firſt ſought Relief by a private Addreſs to your 
Committee, in as reſpe&ful and humble terms, as might become your moſt ſubmiſlive Serc - 
vant. I need no witneſs of this, while I write to your worthy Self, who was preſent, and 
heard the anſwer made me by him, who wears the Name of your Governor, That 'twas the Opi- 
nion of your Court, that what their Servants had done was juſtifiable. | ; 


Being thus convinc'd, that neither 7uſtice nor Mercy was to be found amongſt you, I Pro- 
ceeded to make my Applications to our Honourable Repreſentatives in Parliament, preſenting 
them with the true ſtate of our moſt deplorable Caſe: And Lhappen'd ſuddenly after to meer 
a good Friend of mine, that is a Member of your Committee, who was pleas to offer to 
me, That if it ſuited with my liking, he would uſe his intereſt with your Deputy to accommo- 
date the matter, which, I readily accepted.

In theſe Circumſtances Rood the Aﬀair ; and I preſume there is no honeſt man living 
but will agree, That 'twas a Duty highly incumbent on me, both in reſpe& to my detealed 
Brother, and his young Children, that were fallen under my Care, to endeavour to expoſe 
the wvenomews Malice, and fruſtrate the wicked Deſigns of our Enemies. On which accounc 
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occaſion'd you the trouble of Animadverting” on 1hem. Vhich yeur Herculean T.abours,

© Tn the three or four firſt Paragraphs you are pleas'd to pour out your We upon ME in 4 
moſt Magiſterial Stile for my daring to {peak truth of your Deputy, you#"General, and your 
Company in expreflions ſuitable to their Merits.” Now, Sir, as I ſaid nothing then, which [ 
am not now ready to juſtifie, ſo I dare lay it before any unpreudic'd Perſon in the World, 
who will but conſider the provoeations I lay under ; Whether I could poſſibly exceed ghe 
liberty that is allow'd to loſers, while I kept within the bounds of truth. Beſides, Sir, you 
know I had to do with a Man, who, as I then told you, had pad with impunity through a long 
Courſe of Tranſgreſſions, and was thereby barden'd into a Conceit, that he was above the reach of 
Cenure : So that all I did, or could, ſay; was nor only excuſable, but neceſ{ary to awaken 
him ouc of his dreams of Deſpotick Power, and convince him that the Lives, Liberties, and 
Eſtate sof bas Fellow-Subjefts could no longer be bought at the rate of 10000 Guinea's per Anmuns to 
the Crown, with the additional bulky Summs, that ſtand regiftred in your Books under the Title of 
Hecret Services.

the Sequel will further diſcover. 
\ What undertook to prove, was, Firſt, That that wile Wretch Dayenport was one of the 
moſt notorious Rogues in nature, and ſo eſteem'd by all honeſt Men, that ever had the "_ 
nels 
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meſs to be conceryg or acquainted with him : They are my very words; and to make this

No, Sir, *tis only your Friend can do 
ſuch Miracles at _ and your Self, I think, are almoſt as expert at Shamming ; as 
you have ſhewn us by this fy Trick of yours; wherein, I will not adventure to jul h

well your Wit ſerv'd you, but 'tis certain, your Honeffy was abſent on ſome other occaſions. 


Having therefore by my foreſaid Witneſſes, prov'd this Friend of yours to be Rogwe 
enough in general; It now comes to be enquir'd into, whether I have by any other Teſti- 
monies given ſufficient proof, That be has committed Perjury in bis foreſaid Narrative, by 
forging his malicious Stories to wreak his Revenge on my Brother, for chaſtifing him according to bus 
Demerits ; Which was the ſecond thing I undertook.

Why, one of them 1s a bold intereſted Afidavit-Man, and you make ſo bold with him, to 
ſay, he 15 almoſt, if not altogether, forſworn; which is a Point I'll leave him: to diſpute with 
you, and will trouble my ſelf with no further anſwer to that, and your other ſcurrilous Aſper- 
ſions, on thoſe, who have in this Aﬀair, been Friends to Truth and Me, than to tell you, 
That they are all of them in ſomt reſpet#, and ſome of thens in all reſpefts, far your Betters. 


Another of theſe Witneſſes you are pleas'd to obje&t againſt, for That be was Phaulkon's 


and Mr. White's Dear Friend, and beſides that Crime, be Swears not ſo mnch to particulars, as 
would bear Weight in a Court of Fudicature, 


And the Three others, you knock down at once by affirming, They were Deſerters front 
your Companies Service : Which, by the way, 1s ſuch a groundlefs Forgery, that I cannot forbear 


to reprehend you far it i your own Language, and Declare, That you are therein a Villanous 
Calumniator, and the Lye remains upon you. 


So1 paſs on to the Thirdthing I affirm'd, which was, That your Friend Davenport was encou- 


raged and abetted in his Villanous —— againſt my Brother, by Elthu Yale at Madraſs. And 
this I readily confe(s is not poſitiv ertedin any.of the Depoſtions; nor 1s it eſſential to 
the main matter of the truth or falfhty of the Narrativg, 'But 'tz ntvertheleſ5 true; and I have 
made it ſufficiently appear to any reaſpnable Man, by-the Initimations I have given. Burt 
if you will {till be pleas'd to doubt it, 1 refer you to any imelligent Perfon, that came home 
formerly on the Beaufort, or fince on the Bengal, who were at Madras, when the Curtans 
return'd, and they will acquaint you, That when your Friend Davenport 2244, at his arrival 
there, ſcorn'd and ſhun'd, as a moſt deteftable Villain, by every one that bad any regard to their Re- 
putations : He was yet highly careſs'd, and admitted to many private midnight Autiences by the 
Honourable Yale 3 And afterwards had the favour done biw, (by the way of your Court of Fuſtice) 
to force about a Hundred Pounds from my Brother's Correſpondent, on no other Evidence, 
but his own ſingle Oath, That my Brother was ſo much bu Debtor.

And by the ſame good 
hand Iam likewiſe acquainted how your Friend Davenport after all his meritorious Services, 
took his laſt leave of Madraſs, which, becauſe it may be of uſe to you in your next Animad- 
werſions ; I will tranſcribe Verbatim, and ſo conclude this Vile Subject.

HAVING thus evacuated your *Encomiums' on- your Friend, and your Animadverſions 
on my Eyidence, I will now take a brief View 'of the fine work you have made with my

king uſe of the King's Authority to oppreſs their Fellyw-Subjefts, And here to bring this mat- 
ter the more home to you, I will cell you of a paſſage at Courc, as I had it from a Perſon 
of great worth and good intelligence. 


When your faithful Deputy had by his Golden Arguments convinc'd the late King and ſome 
of his Miniſters, That *twas indiſpenhbly requiſite he ſhou'd have a Commiſſion to execute

has committed Treaſon in perſuading you to this thing : Ergo Cave, 


The next thing that diſpleaſes you is the freedom I take to admoniſh the Editor of the 
Traiterous Notions he has infus'd into his new made-General, and the friendly Advice I gave him 
to refrain ſuch dangerous Extravagancies, by the Example of a Citizen, that was hang'd in 
Edward the Fourth's time for a much more pardonable Preſumption ; For if that unhappy 
Man fool'd away h's Lite, by ſaying, His Son was Heir to the Crown ; though he only meant 
his own Houſe, which was known by that Sign, and ſo ſeems more guilty of Vanity than Malice : 
Of what puniſhment ſhall we Judge him Worthy, who has not only atſum'd to himſelf, but 
delegated to his dependents, Al Deſpotick Power and Sovereign Authozitp 2 And 
yet you are pleas'd to ſay I brought in that Story by Head and Shoulders, and that it has no allu- 
fron to the matter; And very angry you are with me for it. But however you chanced to 
be then ſo much out of humor, I cannot doubt, but when you think of it again, and conſider 
Rightly, you will make me a return of thanks, for that ſeaſonable Advice, and ſuitable Inſtance. 


Together with theſe your reſpe&s to the Editor, you make your ſelf alſo an Advocate for 
his ew made General, and accuſe me of {landering him in ſting his A&ions Little leſs than 
High Treaſon, without inſtancing in any particular, wherein he has aſſum'd an unwarrantable Pow- 
er. Which ſtrange paſſage inclines me to believe you ſcarce ever gave your ſelf the trouble

"This 1s 1mpartially the ſtate of the Caſe; And ſo I leave you to vindicate your 
Celebrated Probity and Piety, Hrs thoſe Imputations, to which, this unhappy affair has ren- 
der'd you obnox10us ; and when you take the matter in hang, I pray go through with it, and 
let us allo know, why you gave him neither more nor leſs, than the juſt Sum of 1,001. Becauſe 
Fm ſure he can make 1t tully Evident, That he was at farſt robb'd of double that Amount, 
belides the vaſt Picudice that accru'd to him by thoſe inhumane Ulſages of your New made 


General, 1n being ſo long deprived of the Uſe of his Stock, and put out of that beneficial - 


way of Buſineſs he was placed in. 


Yournext Objection againlt me, is, That I ſeem to juſtifie thoſe, that, you are pleas d, to term 
the Rebels at St. Helena, - and you adventure to affirm, That 'rwas fully prov'd, before the Ho- 
nourable Houſe of Commons ; That the poor People there were guilty of a Yo2rid Hebellion : 
Which 1s {o notorious a Fal/ity, that I will, in kindneſs to you, Suppoſe you were not pre- 
ſent at that Hearing, bur have been abus'd and led into this Error by your Faithful Deputy, 
who did at that time make his Parts and Innocence equally apparem. But the Real Truth, 
15, That, inſtead of a pretended Horrid Rebellion there, it appeard to: be a moſt Hor- 
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rid" Murder , contrivd and carryd on by ſome of your Brethren here, who were 
therefore number'd amongſt the moſt Execrable Criminals, and by a Vote: of the Honour- 
able Houſe excluded from the general A of Indemnity now depending: Nor will our 
Land be purg'd from the exrping Guilt of Blood, :// He, or They, who projeted and perpetrated 
thoſe barbarous Murders, be brought to condign puniſhment. Let me theretore here, Sir, offer 
you the Advice of a Friend, who wiſhes well to his very Enemy, and perſwade you, if you 
were not at the bottom of this black buſineſs (as I think you did not then move in that Sphere, 
wherein you have ſince made your ſelf ſo eminem) That you will not now be tempted to defile 
your hands with Blood, and fo bring he Curſe of God on Your Self and your Poſterity. 


You next inveigh againſt me for alledging, Thet your Company was indebted vaſt Sums to the 
Merchamts in Surrat, at their leaving that place,' and for. 'Tis nitoriouſly falſe; for upon ſearch 
of the Companies Records, you find they owed no ſuch vaſt Sums, and that little they did owe, they 
were not only able, but ready and willing to Pos even during the War. Now what Records you 
were permitted to peruſe, or what you call a veſt Sum, I cann't tell ; but this I ſtill afticm, 
That, when your General gave them the Go-by, your Company was really indebted to the Merchants 
there, above 3000007. ſterl. And beſides many other Proofs I can make, I refer you for fur- 
ther confirmation of this particular, to the Books made up by Bartholomew Harris at Surrat, 
Anno 1685. And then as to what you offer, of the Companies readineſs to pay it during the War ; 
I can only anſwer you, That there are ſome Men in x 6 World have arriv'd to that high de- 
gree of Aſſurance, That they can glory in their very Shame. And for an Example, I will tell 
you the truth of this thing, which 1s, That after your new made General, had, without any 

revious Declaration of War, pofleſs'd himſelf of about Twelve Surrat Ships richly laden, 

e did in September and Ofober, 1687. ſend word to the Companies Creditors, That he was now 
ready to pay them, bidding them take notice, That if they did net come or 0 to Bombay, to receive 
their Mony, the Intereſt ceaſe: To which the Merchants made anſwer, They lent their 
Mony in Surrat, where it ought to be repaid them ; and the current Diſcourſe amongſt them on 
this occaſion was, That, Lency mnt to pay them with one band, and rob them with the other, 


Ve wobi ! 


And now I come to your new-coin'd Proverb, of Purchaſing the Whetſtone, wherewith 
you think you have ſharpen'd your Anſwer to my Afﬀirmation, That your General did by a baſe 
Frand trapan the Surrat Ships into his Snare, in giving them the Security of the Companies Paſſes, 
and afterwards making Prize of thoſe wery effefts. Which, I ſaid, I cou'd prove by a Gentleman 
of good Worth and Credit, that had it from your Deputy 5 own Mouth: But you ſay, I find upor 
enquiry, there was no [uch thing utter 7 the Deputy Governowr to any Man, and that's all one, as 
if you had ſaid, I ask'd the Deputy, and he denyd it, which, I think, 15 one of the blunteſt An- 

wers that ever was pretended to be whet/fon'd, For, pray Sir, conſider, what a hne World 
we ſhould live in, if every Criminal that pleads Not Guilty, ſhould therefore be acquitted ? But 
here to put you upon bringing this matter to a ſpeedy -" 4A becauſe you ſomewhere threaren 
me, That my Slanders ſhall be examin'd more judicially, 1 will give the advantage of an Action 
againſt me, in affirming potitively, That your Deputy, Sir Joliah Child, did relate that matter 
as 1 aſſerted it, in the ſixth Page of my Refletions, and I will proveit ſlo And now the World 
will. judg him Innocent or Guilty, as he either proſecutes me for a Scandal, or. by ſilence, gwes 
conſent to the truth of my Allegation againſt him. 


. The next thing that preſents it ſelf, is, the proſpedt of juſt ſuch another Rarity as, Homer's 
Iliads in a Nutſhel, being no leſs matter crowded into one fingle Clauſe, than a full Catalogue 
of all the Right Honorable Companies Dominions, Territories, Sovereignties, Iſlands, Forts, Cities, 
Towns, large Fattories, and other Buildings... And now that the Verity, as well as the Validity 
of your Hittory, may be the more conſpicuous, I will inſert the whole Paragraph, and hum- 
bly offer you my opinion concerning the 1mport thereof. 


[ That Argument alledged by the Author of the Companies Defence, to juſtihe, © That it is 
* requiſite they ſhould have 1n dis a Sovereign power, over all People under their Government,

And I pray let me eake it out a little farther with this Diſtich, 


And ſundry fine Caſtles they have built in the Air, 
As uſeful and ſtrong as any ſtand there, 


Which my Poetry matches exaaly well with your Proſe ; for they are both alike, fantaſtical 
Chimeras's. And here, Sir, I muſt deal plainly with you, that you may no longer be de- 
ceiv'd your ſelf, nor others by your Miſreports; for indeed, you have 1n this paſſage mani- 
felted, That you are grofly ignorant of the true ſtate of your Companies Affairs in India, and that 
you bave been impor'd upom by Somebodp, 70 write as you are bid : For I declare, and will 
prove, That the major part of what you have aſſerted, ws either directly falſe, or yery vain and 


frivolous. | 


Firſt, as to Fort St. George, and your City (as you will have it ) of Madraſs, you may if you 
plea(c call it by Twenty ſeveral Names ; but I afjure you, of my own certain knowleds, 'tis all 


' one and the ſelf-ſame thing ; and in my opinion, 'tis the molt important Settlement the 


Company have yet attain'd in all India, which by a continu'd good management, would 
have arriv'd to be a conſiderable Emporium. It firit began to Hlourith under the Government 
of Sir William Langhorn, who found ut without one Ship belonging to the Port, but left it with a 
conſiderable Fleet, and by his judicious Condutt, and indefatigable Induſ/ry, the Inhabitants and 
Trade did in his time correſpondently increaſe, as 1t afterwards proceeded under his Succeſlors, 
till about fix. Years paſt, when thoſe fatal Orders were ſent out by your Committee, and 
ſtrengthned with more powerful Mandates in private Letters trom your Deputy, whereby 
that great Work is ſince deſtroy'd and ruin'd, which with ſo much Wildom, Art, and Care, 
and by ſuch laudable Endeavours and Adventures, had been brought to ſo good effect, I 
mean, Your Tyrannous Oppreſſtons of the Inhabitants with moſt unjuſt and intolerable Taxes and 
Impoſitions, which has put a general Damp and Diſcouragement on all, and driven many 
away from the place, moſt of the Portyguezes of account and value being already remov'd 
to the neighbouring Town of St. Thoms, .to put themſglves viiger the protection of the more 
merciful Mabumetans, and the reſt are preparing to follow ; not is there any hope of their re- 
turning, unleſs the late profound Preject of erecting a Court of Aldermen, and conjoyning them 
therein with the Hebrew Merchants and the Heathen Merchants, ſhou'd overcome all other 
difficulties, and invite them to reſettle in your new made City, I could here allo tell you 
how much the Arbitrary Violences commuted in your m/ calld Court of Fuſtice, has contri- 
buted to the general Diſſatisfa&ion ; for I politvely affirm, and oblige my ſelf to prove ſuch 
Decrees and Sentences paſt there by your remporizing fudg, Sir John Biggs, that render him as 
void of Senſe, . as Law and Conſcience. And here hkewile I cou'd make an enquiry, to 
which 1 am ſure you can give me no rational Anſwer ; If I ſhould ask What honeſt Policy 
there was in ſending out the foreſaid Hebrew Merchants? ( For ſo T bear your Deputy has lately 
chriſtned the Fews ) and he, I confels, 1s the only Man ahve can tell us what Advantage 
has accru'd by giving them the opportunity 70 thruſt our Countrymen out of the Diamond Trade. 
But alas, there has many more ſuch kind Offices been done the Engliſh there, and I muſt nor 
omit one amazing thing, that came lately ro my knowledg, 'Tis The new-faſhion'd Pell- Money, 
of 121. @ Head, that is by your Delpotick Power demanded of every Perſon before be x permyt- 
ted ro embarque for his Native Country ; and was accordingly forc'd from thoſe who came 
lately on the Bengal Merchant, for which the Honorable Elihu gave them Receipts, as appeats 
by a true Copy of one I tranſcrib'd from the Original :

Nay with ſuch inbumane Rigour is this exacted, That Mr. Fames Harding, who went out 
in the Company's Service, and ſo continued ſeveral years, but afrerwards by his fault and 
misfortune together fell to decay, was deny'd leave to return home to his Relations on that 
Ship, becauſe of bis inability to pay that Barbarous Taxation, and lo 1s detain'd there in a moſt 
indigent Condition. This I have from {o good a hand, that I dare aver the eruth of it : 


And now I challenge you out of all your Reading and Converſation, to produce an Inſtance of the like 
prodigions Inſolence, and unnatural Cruelty. _

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As to your 1/avd of Bombay, 'tis according to its name, a very good Harbeur, and ſo may be 
occaſionally uſeful, as well when we return to our old honeſt Trade of Merchandize, as it hath 
Jately been to your Company in thoſe pay) Violences they have atted on the Mogul's Subje#s 
by ſurprizing their Ships : And I doubt not but by a prudent Managemene, and good uſage 

the Inhabitants, and thoſe, who would thereby be invited to reſort thither, *twould ren- 
der ſuch an Income to the Publick. as might countervail the charge of keeping it. Bur 
if you entertain any ſuch idle Notions, as That by all the ſtrength and power you have, or can 
have there, you will prevail to remove the Mart of Trade from Surcat to that place, you are but in a 
Dream, and Embrace a Cloud for Juno : And let. me here tell you, you will find all your vain 
Dependence on your Force, and your no leſs foohſh, than wicked aſpirings to Territories and 
Dominions in thoſe Parts, not only to fail your Expe&ations ; But, if the Government here 
does not ſpeedily and effe&ually interpole to prevent it, Jou will thereby ſerve the Nation ſuch 
a Dog Trick, as the Dog ſerv'd himſelf in the Fable, by au entire Loſs of that noblg and beneficial 


Commerce, 


The next is the Iſland of Sr. Helena, which, methinks, you ſhou'd not mention without s 
deep Sigh, and a ſhower of Tears, for the many borrid Murders committed there, by your Companies 
means and direFions. And then, as to the Place, becauſe you foiſt it inco the number of 
thoſe, you wou'd have to be underſtood of conſiderable Trade and Buſineſs in India, leſt you 
ſhou'd have been ſo mifinform'd, I muſt tell you the Truth, That, 'r:s a ſmall ſpor of Earth on 
this ſide the Cape, which, in the firſt Deſignation, was intended for nothing elſe, but an Inn, 
for the Ships to bait at in their return ; Nor had your Company the leaſt pretence to any Trade 
there more than in Butchers Meat, till about Six years fince, hey ſent ower a bloody Villain to 


Butcher Mankind, 


And now I come to your two famous Forts on the Feſt Coaſt of Sumatra, Bencoolen, and 
nd2zapooza, where you ſay you have two Towns, and ſufficient Territories, as much as the Company 
did deſire, or is requiſite for the good of England : But I muſt firſt anſwer you, that inſtead 
of boaſting of what you have there, Your Company has Cauſe to be aſham'd of the Occaſion, that 
put them upon ſetling at that place, which was by the irreparable Prejudice they did the Nation in 
throwing themſelves out of their moſt commodious Settlement at Bantam, as I have already proy'd 
in a Paper I formerly publiſh'd And now as to thoſe your new Reſidences on which 
you beſtow ſuch Rhetorical Floriſhes, 1 muſt tell you, They were formerly excepred in Charterpar- 
ties, as Places ſo notorious for their unhealthineſs, that it look'd like Death to all, and prov'd really (6 
to moſt of our Countr ymew,.c21ba were ſa unhappy tagg to them. Nor has it {ince far'd better with 
thoſe you have employ'd thither in your late Expeditions ; for the Soldiers and FaFors have 
died as faſt as they cou'd be ſent, and no one Ship has remain'd any time in Port without 
the loſs of many Szamen, and ſome by a general Mortality have been quite diſabled, which 
has verified the Old Saying, That every Corn of Pepper coſts a Drop of Engliſh Blood. Then 
as to your Strength and Grandewr there; you ſay you have two Forts, and I will tell you 
of what Force they are ; That at Bencoolen has about twenty Guns mounted on a Bank of 
Earth, and by laſt Advices had about Ten Europeans and thirty Blacks remaining alive ; 
but” that at Indrapoora has no Force at all. You talk alſo of 1wo Towns; but thoſe, as 
my Poetry told you before, "ang in the Air: and as for your Sovereignty, 't1s _ in your 
Conceit ; for your abode there is but durante beneplacito, and the Natives can diflodge you 


whenever they pleale. | 


But now we come a (ſecond time tothe place, where you have purchas'd the Whetſtone, 
which has ſet your Tools on ſuch an edge, that you ſharp upon us to ſome purpoſe : In telling 
us, That the Company have order d a Fort to be erefted at the Town of Chutanutte in the Bay 
of Bengal, which wus granted to them for a Bank Sall, upon making the peace with the Mogull 
after the laſt War. And here 'tis very obſervable to ſee how luckily it talls our, That your 
Friend Davenport ſhould ſo occaſionally ( as I before intimated ) return to that place im the wery 
nick of time to ſerve you in the Government of your new Gariſon there, Nor can I here omic 
to take notice of thoſe falſe Rumours have been induſtriouſly ſpread abroad both by Lerters 
and Diſcourſe, to contradict this good news of yours; in tellingius, That your affairs in the 
Bay were all ſtil in a moſt dreadfuFronfuſion, and Fhat inſtead of erefting Forts, the Government 
there does utterly refuſe to readmit your Servants till full ſatufattion 15 render'd for the Wurders 
and Deptedations they have committed. For thus the ill people at Madraſs write by the 
Bengal Merchant, and the Rocheſter; and thoſe ill people that are come home on both thoſe Ships 
ſay the ſame thing : Which makes me believe they are all in Combination againſt the Right Honour- 
able Company, being exvious at their wiſe Management and ſucceſsful progreſs of their Affairs : 
Nay, 1 doubt they are Interlopers in their hearts, aud I wiſh it be not at laſt found out, That 
they have received as large Bribes from the Dutch Eaſt-India Company, as thoſe did who lately 

ition'd the Parliamert againſt you: For I will not doubt but theirs are all maliciom Flames, 
and yours the Real Truth; Only for the confirmation of my faith in this point, I defire you 


will be pleas'd to reſolve me Ar what time the Firſt War ended, becauſe you here mere the 
| | ending 
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en:ling of the Laſt War? And pray let me know, Which of the Wars we muſt call This that ſtill 


remains on foot, and is now ſo vigorouſly proſecuted? 


And thus having vifited all your Forts, Towns and Territories, I now come to your Large 
Fattories and other buildings; And [I begin, as you do, with Coddolore and Porta Nowa, where 
your Company never had any Fatories or other Buildings, but what they Rented ; and 
about two years fince, they quitted thoſe places, as they likewiſe have wichdrawn trom 
Metchlepatam, Pettipolee, and Maddapollam ; As for Ballaſore, Hugley, Caſambuzar, Malda, 
Dacca, Pattana, and Rajamall, they all depend on your War or Peace with the Mogul, 
And therefore when you have refoly d the Inquiries I made in the cloſe of the preceding 
Paragraph, we ſhall know whether they fand or are fallen; And the like of Broach, 
Swalley and Surrar, At Amoy on the Coaſt of China, you have had no ſetled Fatory for 
ſome years paſt, and have lately farm'd out that Trade to a = of Interlopers at the rate of 
iol. per Cent. And as to the Three Factories you ſpake of in Perſia, if you had known 
the true Story of your Companies affairs in that Kingdom, you wou'd ha* been aſham'd 
to give that intimation; For I'm ſure that for ewenty years together they negotiated no 
Merchandize worth naming at any of thoſe places. But to their Eternal Infamy they have 
trrecoverably leſt their juſt Right and Title to a moiety of the Caſtoms at the Port of Gombroom, 
which was granted to their Predeceſſors, for aſiſting the Perſians to retake Ormuz from the Por- 
eugUeze. 


And as to the Ancient City of Balſora, which you let us know » far up the great River 
Euphrates, your Company have not I'm ſure had any ſetled Fafory there for many years paſt, 
nor made any uſe of that Port, till the Modena was lately ſent thither on the Honourable Deſign 
of taking the Surratt Ships. 


A N D now I have given you this fair Account of things, which I will juſtifie before all Op- 
poſers, I appeal to your own ſelf, whether you have not been baſely betray'd by Him that was 
Your Di#ator, who took advantage of your being fo grea a Stranger to thele Aﬀairs,and ſo put 
upon you to publiſh what be pleas'd.” But we are all thus ſubje& to be abus'd, when we will be 
medling with what we do not underſtand ; Not that you are therefore the leſs qualify'd to be 
a Member of the preſent Committee ; But ( as the Caſe now ſtands) rather the better ac- 
compliſh'd, For your ignorance # the Mother of your Devotion to your worthy Deputy, and has 
created in you a Venerable Eſteem for him; Ay, And 'tis that likewiſe has inſpir'd you to de- 
clare, That, ſince you have F arigd; more narrowly into hus-Condutt of the Companies Affairs, and 
are more experienced in the affairs of India, youhwue Fo artng es: what « Prudent, Faſt and 
Honourable, And I pray when you write again remember that you add Generous allo, 
which, above all, he highly deſerves at your hand for that magnificent Preſent of 50 |. per Cent. 
he has lately beſtow'd on you and your Brethren. There want not ſome Envious Detracors 
we know, who repine at your proſperity, and wou'd fain perſuade us to believe he has 
done this to ſecure what be cou'd of a deſperate ſtake, and to be beforehand with your Creditors, be- 
cauſe he conſcious to himſelf, That all the Effe&s the Company have in the whole World cannot 
near diſcharge their vaſt Debts at home and abroad, beſides the great Demands that many in- 
jur'd perſons make, and ſtill cheriſh ſome hopes of reparation. Bur let them all ſay what they 
will, notwithſtanding this aſton;ſhing Dividend, with the loſs of the Nathaniel, and the Diſmal 
news of War and Confuſion im India; Dtoek 18 Mill reallp wozth as much ag *twag 
befoze. Ak John Sewell el/e. 


And now it only remains, That I take notice how much you fomach it, that I ſhould 
intimate, There are ſome of your Brethren of the Committee, who hold their Places on condition 
that their Conſciences are at the Deputy's Command. Which you ſay you take to be a RefleFion 
on your ſelf, and fo by the way I cannot but obſerve, That Guilt does oft make ſtrange 
Diſcoveries. Bur what is ſtill much more obſervable, is that ingenious Innuendo, whereby 
you wou'd bring it abour, That I am guilty of a Scandal againit thoſe Noble Peers, who 
are pleas'd to condeſcend to fit among you. But hold Mr. Animadverter, This {ly Trick 
won't ſerve the Turn you delign it for, but rather gives me an opportunity to do my ſelf 
the honor of letting the Whrld know, I have had the happineſs of a more Gentleman-like Edu- 
cation, than to be ignorant of that humble Rape and Defence due to the Dignity of thoſe moſt 
Honorable Perſonages. And if it wou'd nog make you fick with Envy, I could further tell you, 
There are ſeveral Noble Lords 1n the Kingdom that do not diſdain ſometimes to admit me 
to their Converſation : ſo that I will not doubt but 'twill ſuffice to take the Sting our of this 
your malicious Suggeſtion, That I here ſolemnly declare and mu It has been as far from 
my Thoughts to deſign the lea#F Detrattion from any of thoſe Noble Peers that permit their Names 
zo be inſerted in the Liſt of your Committee, as 'tis from my Intentions to rake in the Duſt of my 
dead Father. And now I have taken this Occaſion to tell you bow much I am a Gen- 
:leman, you ſhall likewiſe know I am a free-born Engliſh-man too, and will not be afraid to 
cell ou and the reſt of your Fraternity that are my Fellow-Commoners, I ſay my Fellows (for 
tho you may be Older, or Richer, or more Cunning, yet the Law has included us all in the 
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e Claſfs) ** Thatevery one of you, who takes upoti him to juſtifie the illegal Violen- 
* ces in ſeizing my Brother's Eſtate, and is not really and readily inclin'd to make intire 
* Reſtitution th , is therein a moſt diſhoneſt Man. Nay, that I may further con- 
vince you how. much_I ſlight your Judicial Menaces, I will be more plain and particular 
in declaring , That Sir % /ſiab Child, your Deputy, Mr. Nathanie! Tenche himſelf, and 
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Sir Ben. Bathurſt, who wears the Name of your Governor, are, all Three of you, in caſe you 
perſiſt to juſtifie thoſe Depredations, Guilty of Aiding, Abetting, and afliſting Pirates and 
Robhers, and of receiving and detaining plunder'd Goods. So take it amongſt you. 


And now I cloſe all with thoſe Words of mine, which you borrow'd in the beginning 
of yours :- and I affirm, That the profligate Age we hive in has not produc'd a greater Pro-
